Dole and House GOP Leader Robert Michel of Illinois 
had lunch with Bush at the White House to discuss 
whether to call Congress back to vote on what could 
amount to a declaration of war. 

Afterward, Michel sought to calm congressional fears. 
“The president is not itching for a fight, and he is not 
trigger happy,” Michel said, adding that White House 
policy remains one of keeping up pressure on Iraq to with- 
draw from Kuwait. 

On whether Congress should reconvene to debate U.S. 
gulf policy, he said only, “If it’s necessary, it’s necessary.” 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., added his voice to 
those calling for a special session. 

“President Bush’s escalation of the confrontation has put 
the country on a headlong course toward war without § 
giving sanctions a fair chance to work,” he said. “Silence by 
Congress now is an abdication of our constitutional respon- 
sibility and an acquiescence in war.” 

Asked whether war is inevitable, Kennedy said: “I 
hope it would not be. I fear that it is.” 

Dole and Sen. Richard Lugar, a senior Republican mem- 
ber of the Foreign Relations Committee, said Bush should 
call the emergency session to give lawmakers a vote on 
administration actions that Lugar said have put the nation 
“on a collision course” with Saddam in the gulf.

WASHINGTON — Key senators in both parties asked 
President Bush on Tuesday to convene an emergency 
session of Congress for what Republican leader Bob Dole 
called a “put-up-or-shut-up” vote on administration poli- 
cies in the Persian Gulf. 

The White House quickly opposed the idea as unneces- 
sary, and. Senate Democratic Leader George Mitchell, 
too, showed little enthusiasm. But Mitchell said Senate 
hearings would be scheduled on the gulf crisis, probably in 
the next several weeks, because “the American people 
deserve a full national debate.” 

Presidential press secretary Marlin Fitzwater, voicing 
administration opposition to a special congressional ses- 
sion, said simply, “There is no war.” 

Mitchell said a special session would be justified only if 
the president makes a decision to go to war and that 
Bush’s moves so far amount only to threats — which he 
| can issue without permission from Capitol Hill. 

The Democratic leader said there would be hearings

Lately, there has been a lot of talk about the need to 
conserve water. If everyone at BYU would save two 
gallons a day, 25 million gallons of water could be saved in 
one year, according to a water conservation handout dis- 
tributed in the ELWC lounge earlier this week. 

“Tt wouldn’t hurt us to get into the habit of conserving 
water,” said Gaylen Ashcroft, acting Utah State climatol- 
ogist. 

“The flyer stated two gallons of water is wasted if the 
faucet is left running while brushing teeth. It suggested 
filling a glass with water to rinse the toothbrush and 
mouth. 

The average toilet uses five to seven gallons of water 
with each flush; an alternative would be to place a brick or 
weighted plastic bottle in the tank to displace water. 

In an effort to conserve, the Water Resources Depart- 
ment suggests people who wash their cars should turn the

water off when they’re not using it, or put a spray nozzle 
on the end of the hose. 

It also suggests using a water restricting shower head 
for the shower and doing laundry i in full loads. 

Still another suggestion is to take shorter showers and 
turn the water off while soaping up, because five to 10 
gallons of water are wasted with every unneeded minute 
in the shower, the flyer said. 

Asheroft said people can efficiently irrigate lawns and 
gardens by watering the amount needed and not leaving 
the sprinkler on for extended periods of time. 

As individuals do their part to conserve, larger organi- 
zations such as universities, can contribute to the water 
conservation effort. 

“BYU has had a self-imposed water rationing program 
in place for a number of years,” said Paul Richards, 
director of BYU public communications. 

“Hight years ago, we began to install lower rate of flow 
sprinkler heads to the sprinklers on campus, within two 
years that project should be complete,” Richards said. 


Doctors say 
salt does not 
damage health

BOSTON — When the govern- 
ment warned folks a decade ago to eat 
less salt, the advice clearly seemed to 
be a sensible way to lower the risk of 
high blood pressure. 

Almost instantly, salt became a 
four-letter word. Anyone who paid 
attention to the pronouncements of 
health organizations and _ federal 
agencies might think a sprinkle of salt 
was tantamount to a pinch of poison. 

In the years since, millions of dol- 
lars quietly have been spent on 
dozens of research studies. But far 
from proving that salt is bad, the 
question has never been murkier. In 
fact, there is no convincing proof that 
eating salt is an important cause of 
high blood pressure. 

Scientists now know a lot more 
about the link between salt and hy- 
pertension — and they are certain ofa 
lot less. 

No one is suggesting that people 
gulp salt by the handful. Moderation 
makes sense. But on the other hand, 
many believe those dire no-salt warn- 
ings can be taken with, well, a grain of 
salt. 

Despite the skepticism, however, 
the official advice has not changed 
much. Some see no pressing need to 
amend it, since cutting down on salt is 
unlikely to hurt anyone, even if it

Others worry about how to gracefully 
call off the salt alert without making 
the public skeptical about other 
health edicts, as well. 

“You make these recommendations 
and the science changes and you have 
to be able to back away from them,” 
said Dr. John C. LaRosa of George 
Washington University. “You've got 
to do that in such a way that you don’t 
destroy your credibility in the pro- 
cess.” 

Louis V. Priebe of the industry’s 
Salt Institute thinks even the official 
wisdom is beginning to change. “The 
hardest three words for anyone to say 
is, ‘I was wrong,’ ” he said. “But they 
are coming around.” 

Here’s what’s known: About 60 mil- 
lion Americans have high blood pres- 
sure. About half of them are salt sen- 
sitive. Eating more salt makes their 
blood pressure go up; eating less 
makes it go down. Virtually everyone 
agrees that these people need to 
watch their salt intake. 

But what about the rest, the 
roughly 90 percent of the population 
who do not have salt-sensitive high 
blood pressure? 

There is no clear evidence that eat- 
ing salt is bad for them. 

“We are on less solid ground recom- 
mending blanket reduction of salt in- 
take for normotensive people,” or 
those with normal blood pressures, 
said Dr. Myron Weinberger of Indi- 
ana University. 

“The evidence is not available and 
probably never will be,” Weinberger 
said. 

Dr. John Vanderveen, the Food 
and Drug Administration’s director of 
nutrition, agrees. 

“There is no conclusive evidence 
that salt consumption causes hyper- 
tension. It’s only a hypothesis,” he 
said.

Gorbachev, Yeltsin agree on power split 


MOSCOW — Ina major step toward ending the paralysis of power in the 
Soviet Union, Boris Yeltsin said Tuesday he and Mikhail Gorbachev have 
agreed to divide authority between the central government and his Russian 


federation. 


The two agreed to appoint commissions of their Cabinet ministers to allocate 
the authority and property of the national government and the Russian 
parliament, which emerged as arival for power after Yeltsin was elected to the 


newly created post of Russian president in June. 


“Russia has chosen its path and is on its way,” Yeltsin told Russia’s parlia- 
ment in the most detailed account yet of his watershed, four-hour meeting 


with the Soviet president on Sunday. 


During the meeting, as recounted by Yeltsin, Gorbachev made major con- 
cessions to arrest the disintegration of the Soviet Union, whose 15 republics 


yearn for more independence. 


“We are starting the process that should have started after we passed our 


declaration” of Russian sovereignty in June, Yeltsin said. 


Gorbachev has issued no detailed public comments on the meeting Sunday, 
although he did tell senior military officers Tuesday that after a “substantive 
exchange” with Yeltsin, “I am confident that both the center and the Russian 
leadership will act in a spirit meeting the interests of our multinational state 


and all its peoples,” the state news agency Tass reported. 


Guatemala prepares for run- off election 


GUATEMALA CITY — A newspaper publisher and a dictator’s aide began 
preparing for a runoff vote in Guatemala’s presidential election Tuesday after 


voters soundly rejected the governing Christian Democrats. 


Sunday’s election narrowed a 12-man field to two contenders for the Jan. 6 
runoff: publisher Jorge Carpio Nicolle, 58, and Jorge Serrano Elias, 45, a 
former top aide to retired Gen. Efrain Rios Montt. Both are political conserva- 


tives. The winner will be inaugurated Jan. 14. 


With 99 percent of the vote counted, Carpio had 25.7 percent of the vote to 


24.3 percent for Serrano. 


Cabrera, President Vinicio Cerezo’s handpicked candidate, sat out the 


election with pancreas disease in a Houston hospital. 


Cerezo said he was “sad but optimistic” about the showing of his party, 
which is still the largest and best-organized in a country dominated by the 


military and landed oligarchy since its founding 150 years ago. 


Police chief blames himself for Paris riots 


PARIS — The Paris police chief Tuesday blamed himself for allowing 
“troublemakers” to mar a huge student demonstration that deteriorated into a 
rampage of looting and car burning. More than 280 policemen were injured. 

Opposition politicians, police unions and shopowners complained of slow, 
ineffective police response to Monday’s rioting during a protest march by 
100,000 high school students demanding better facilities, more teachers and 


improved security. 


In addition to the Paris march, up to 200,000 students around the country 


marched in smaller cities. 


President Francois Mitterrand urged the students to “take up their respon- 
sibilities” and let the government “do its duty.” But he promised to continue 


his dialogue with the students. 


Local agencies strive 
to better clients’ lives

The majority of homeless people 
are educated, less than 35 years of 
age. and have suffered severe set- 
backs of some sort, said a spokesman 
at Utah Valley Community College. 

“T have changed my whole perspec- 
tive in the three months I’ve been 
here,” said Royanne Boyer, director 
for the Mountainland Center for Ap- 
plied Technology at UVCC. 

“These people are just like most of 
us. They don’t want to be homeless or 
on welfare and they appreciate any 
help they can get,” she said. 

Many people don’t know where to 
turn when things have gone bad in 
their lives, Boyer said. 

“When I came to the center, I was 
astonished to find out about all the 
agencies there are to help people,” 
Boyer said. 

“These agencies really care. They 
want to make things better for their 
clients.” 

Some of the agencies in the Provo 
area that are available to help are 


listed in a pocket-sized brochure pub- 
lished by Timpanogos Mental Health 
Center, she said. 

According to the brochure, there is 
a community action group that has 
only one purpose — to get people who 
are sleeping in cars into housing. 

The United Way also publishes a 
community resource directory that 
lists 160 agencies that serve people in 
Utah County, said Bill Hulterstrom, 
executive director for United Way. 

The agency also has a file that has 
more than 500 community action 
agencies listed, Hulterstrom said. 

About 600 professionals in Utah 
County, including religious leaders 
have copies of this directory, he said. 

“We target people who help people, 
but our line is open to everyone,” Hul- 
terstorm said. 

These agencies help people one 
step at a time, Boyer said. 

“Our center at UVCC is on the far 
end of the scale. People need help to 
get on their feet, and sometimes this 
just means a place to live and food to 
eat. 

“Once their basic needs are met, we 
can offer the training necessary to im- 
prove their quality of life.”

Bishops wary of bigger role for laity 


WASHINGTON — U.S. Roman Catholic bishops on Tuesday showed their 
wariness about letting lay people invade clerical turf. 

The bishops’ anxieties came out as they voted down a move to allow trained 
lay members to conduct funerals. 

In a ballot vote, the measure lost by 186 to 118, with a two-thirds majority 
required for passage. 

Accepting it would signal that “the role and value of the priesthood was 
being questioned,” said Bishop Donald W. Wuer!l of Pittsburgh. 

“Such a sweeping move has a lot of ramifications and implications,” he said, 
likely to make substitution of laity for priests “a common practice.” The 
measure, spurred by a sharpening priest shortage, was proposed by a liturgy 
committee headed by Bishop Joseph F. Delaney of Fort Worth, Texas. 

It would have authorized local bishops to permit lay persons to preside at, 
funerals when no ordained deacon or priest was available. 


Former Contras take over more buildings 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua — Former Contra rebels and their supporters 
took over a church and government buildings Tuesday in Masaya, a major 
town, and the government threatened to use troops against the protest 
movement. 

Protesters supported or led by a number of mayors in eastern Nicaragua 
have taken over buildings in a number of towns and blocked the 180-mile road 
between Managua and Rama, near the Atlantic coast. 

The demonstrators, with the backing of the church and sectors of the 
government, want President Violeta Chamorro to follow through on promises 
of aid for demobilized rebel fighters. They also want Sandinistas to be purged 
from the government, including Gen. Humberto Ortega, who runs the army. 

Antonio Lacayo, chief of staff to President Violeta Chamorro, told reporters 
“the willingness of the government for dialogue is inexhaustible” but said the 
army would be used to counter any armed resistance. 

, On Monday, police using tear gas and clubs dispersed demonstrators and 
began knocking down barricades in various parts of the country.

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Orem council 
makes changes 
in alcohol laws

The Orem City Council voted at 
its Tuesday night meeting to adopt 
a number of changes in the city’s 
laws governing alcoholic bever- 
ages. 

“These are the changes we need 
to make to come into conformance 
with the new state alcohol laws,” 
said Paul Johnson, Orem’s city at- 
torney. 


In most states, local school districts have the 
authority to decide on their own curriculum inde- 


Among the changes was a deci- 
sion to no longer require city alco- 
hol licenses, but rather simply ap- 
prove the state licenses. The 
council also passed a measure that 
prohibits any sales clerk between 
the ages of 18 and 21 to sell aleohol 
unless supervised by an adult. 

There was a great deal of discus- 
sion at the meeting about the dis- 
tance that would be required to 
separate a store selling alcoholic 
beverages from a church, school or 
park. The current law requires 660 
feet. This is measured by the short- 
est route a pedestrian can arrive at 
one of these facilities, not including 
jaywalking. 

Orem City Manager Daryl 
Berlin said there could be some 
problems with this law if there are 
some additional traffic signals in- 
stalled in the future, making the 
path of a pedestrian to a park, 
church or school much shorter. 
Berlin used the Smiths supermar- 
ket at the corner of State and Cen- 
ter streets as an example of a po- 
tential problem. 

Johnson said one solution to this 
problem could be to adopt the state 
laws which are a little less strin- 
gent. The council decided to not 
change this law at the moment but 
agreed to review the issue and vote 
again at a later date.

Uluave, the math program coordi- 
nator at UVCC and a Math 100 
teacher at BYU, said that language 
was the next biggest problem for the 
1990 census. 

“Tt was translated into English and 
Spanish,” said Uluave, “but not into 
other languages, like Polynesian. 
Communication with minorities was 
another problem. : 

“The mayor chose a cross-section to 
represent the people of Provo City,” 
Uluave said. 

Despite the problems, Mayor 
Jenkins said the committee was not 
able to contact about 2,000 people. 
“Adjustments were later made,” he 
said. 

Amy Y. Valentine, the Chamber of 
Commerce representative said “Our 
major job was to advertise the census 
and make people aware.”

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Grant upgrades accounting program

Students in BYU’s School of Ac- 
countaney will see new curriculum 
changes Fall Semester 1991, when a 
new grant takes effect. 

The BYU accounting program re- 
ceived a $250,000 grant from the Ac- 
counting Education Change Commis- 
sion last year to help update its 
curriculum, said Fred Streuling, pro- 
fessor of accounting and director of 
the AECC proposal. 

“We have just completed a compe- 
tency study which was our first 
benchmark,” he said. The study in- 
cluded surveying 873 practicing ac- 
countants in Southern California from 
158 colleges and universities. 

“We identified 27 different compe- 
tencies and asked the accountants 
where they had learned these compe- 
tencies that they need to have in or- 
der to be successful in their profes- 
sion,” Streuling said. 

The study concluded most of the 
technical competencies were learned

possible in our new curriculum,” he 
said. 

Streuling said the area most af- 
fected by the curriculum changes will 
be the first-year accounting students 
starting Fall Semester 1991. The 
business pre-requisites will stay basi- 
cally the same, as well as the special- 
ization courses, he said. 

The school wants to teach account- 
ing courses on an integrated basis 
with more than one instructor in the 
classroom, Streuling said. There will 
also be more focus on communication 
skills, oral and written, with an un- 
derstanding of a global economy as 
well as domestic markets. 

The grant awarded by the AECC 
came after the school submitted a pro- 
posal for a new order of accounting 
education to the commission. 


Doyle Z. Williams, chair of the 
AECC, said, “Successful implemen- 
tation of the project will allow BY U to 
be on the forefront in accounting edu- 
cation.” 

James Loebbecke, a professional 
accountant and member of the AECC 
and BYU’s accounting advisory 
board, said, “I am very excited about 
the changes BYU is making. The pur- 
pose of the AECC grant is to try and 
implement an innovative new way of 
teaching accounting.” 

“The field of accounting has 
changed a lot in the last 20 years. It is 
amuch more demanding environment 
that is required for the success of the 
accountant,” Loebbecke said. 

He said the curriculum change will 
be achallenge to faculty and students. 
“Tf students and faculty will work 
hard to contribute to the change, they 
will prosper and benefit from it.” 

While there is evidence that faculty 
members are willing to change, 
Streuling said, “there is also evidence 
that some faculty members may not 
want to change as much as they may 
have to.” 

“Tt is very trying on the faculty be- 
cause some have been teaching the 
same way for 25 to 30 years, and now 
all of a sudden we’re saying this isn’t 
good enough anymore; we have to do 
it differently,” Streuling said. 

BYU’s School of Accountancy was 
rated 13th in the nation in 1988 by 
Public Accounting Report, which 
polled department chairs at more 
than 350 colleges and universities. A 
survey reported in Forbes in 1986 
listed BYU among the 10 best under- 
graduate schools of accounting. 


BYU plants 
pansies for 
cold weather

Every mid-October, BYU 
grounds are arrayed with pansies. 
It’s because these delicate-looking 
flowers survive a cold Utah winter 
better than all the others, said 
BYU’s gardening maintenance su- 
pervisor. 

“People often ask us why we 
take out the fall flowers so early. 
The reason for this change is for 
April graduation. The pansies 
winter well and are in great shape 
by the time graduation arrives,” 
said Will Terris. 

“The reason we don’t give the 
(uprooted) flowers away is that we 
send them to the recycling plant 
and use the material for compost,” 
Terris said. 

Flowers at BYU are rotated 
twice a year: once in May and 
again in mid-October. BYU 
grounds maintenance grows flow- 
ers year-round iin a greenhouse’ 
facility. 

Each of the nine full-time gar- 
deners is encouraged to use their 
own creativity when designing the 
floral displays, Terris said. 

“To add some creativity to the 
job, the gardeners use different 
color combinations with the flow- 
ers that we have available,” said 
Roy Péterman, Grounds Mainte- 
nance Manager.

Arms caches 
planted in

BRUSSELS, Belgium — Stock- 
piles of weapons and explosives for 
hundreds of resistance fighters 
trained to counter a Soviet invasion 
have been hidden in Western Eu- 
ropean countries since the start of 
Cold War, officials said Tuesday. 

A former Belgian army intelligence 
official said at least six arms caches 
were spread over the countryside in 
his nation until two months ago. 

In the Netherlands, a former Dutch 
defense minister said large weapons 
dumps also existed there, and some 
were discovered over the last decade. 
The government refused to comment 
on whether such caches still exist. 

The respected German newspaper 
Die Welt said pistols, grenade launch- 
ers, explosives and radios were 
stored in secret caches for German 
resistance fighters. 

The paper said U.S. agents master- 
minded the Western allies’ guerrilla 
network in cooperation with intelli- 
gence agencies of various European 
countries in setting up what it called 
“Operation Gehlen.” 

“The operation was.expanded to all 
of Western Europe’ by 1959,” inelud- 
ing neutral Sweden and Switzerland, 
it said. Die Welt telexed copies of its 
report in advance of Wednesday’s 
publication. 

The network also was said to exist 
in France, Italy and Greece. 

Italian Premier Giulio Andreotti 
brought the clandestine organization, 
known under the code name Gladio in 
Italy, to light last month. 

The operation, set up in the early 
1950s during the Cold War, was de- 
signed to be an underground resis- 
tance network in case of a Soviet inva- 
sion in Western Europe. It mostly 
prepared communication networks, 
escape routes and sabotage plans, of- 
ficials have said in recent days. 

NATO Secretary-General Manfred 
Woerner, speaking at a conference in 
Brussels on Monday night, said he 
would not comment on secret security 
matters involving alliance nations. 

But when reminded that Belgian 
Defense Minister Guy Coeme said 
last week that NATO knew about the 
operation, Woerner said: “I have no 
reason to contradict Mr. Coeme.” 
Woerner’s remarks were on RTL 
television Tuesday night. 

The Dutch government, mean- 
while, met with a security committee 
of the Parliament to provide details of 
the “General Affairs” network there. 

A Dutch source, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity, said the group 
would have evacuated most of the 
government, Queen Beatrix and her 
family in case of an invasion. 
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Too much TV 
linked to high 
cholesterol!

DALLAS —Grade-school children 
who watch two hours of television a 
day are at increased risk of having 
high cholesterol levels, and the risk 
climbs the more they watch, re- 
searchers said Tuesday. 

Children watching television four 
hours a day are four times as likely to 
have high cholesterol levels as are 
children who watch less than two 
hours, the researchers reported. 

Previous research showed that 
children who watched too much tele- 
vision exercised less, were over- 
weight and had bad diets. 

“We made the next step — to look 
at TV and cholesterol,” said Thomas 
K. Hei, who reported the findings at 
the annual meeting of the American 
Heart Association. 

“The message is if you can’t get 
your children to stop watching TV, 
maybe get them to exercise more and 
keep them from unhealthy food,” said 
Hei, a student at the University of 
California, Irvine. 

The study of 1,077 suburban South- 
ern California children demonstrated 


- that television habits are the best clue 


to identifying children with high 
cholesterol, said Dr. Kurt V. Gold of 
the University of California, Irvine, 
who directed the study. 

In families with a history of heart 
disease or high cholesterol levels, 
television habits “facilitated the iden- 
tification of nine out of 10 of the chil- 
dren with cholesterol levels above 
200,” Gold said. 

“It provides another tool to help us 
identify the many children with ele- 
vated blood cholesterol levels who 
might otherwise go undetected.” 

Peggy Charren, the president of 
Action for Children’s Television, 
blamed television commercials shown 
during children’s shows. 

“The food messages you get for 
children couldn’t be worse,” she said. 

“We have never sold kids the foods 
that anyone wants them to eat. We 
sell candy, we sell high-fat snacks and 
we push fast-food restaurants.” 

The average American child 
watches 23 hours of television per 
week, Charren said. 

The children in the study who 
watched two to four hours of televi- 
sion a day were average viewers. 

Hei and Gold found that the chil- 
dren’s risk of having elevated choles- 
terol levels was 50 percent higher 
than children who watched less than 
two hours of television per day. 

The two researchers sent question- 
naires to parents whose children had 
had their cholesterol tested. 

The questionnaires inquired about 
the children’s television viewing 
habits: and the family’s history of 
heart disease.” 

Nearly all of the children in the 
study were between ages 2 and 12, 
with an average age of 7, Hei said.
